Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  state  of  the  Public  Health  in  the  Rural  District  of 
Tendring  for  the  year  I962.  Included  also  is  the  Report  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  as  is  customary  in  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health's  Report. 

The  Registrar  General's  Estimate  of  the  population 
for  the  year  has  increased  by  430. 

The  birth  rate  is  higher  than  last  year,  with  26 
more  births  being  recorded  in  1962=  The  birth  rate  of  15*7 
is  2.3  below  the  national  rate. 

The  still  birth  rate  is  higher  than  the  national 
average 5  while  the  infant  mortality  rate  is  lower  than  the 
national  figure  of  21.4  at  11.4;  w-hich  is  an  decrease  on  last 
year. 

The  death  rate  continues  to  be  lower  than  tho 
national  figure,  that  is  9=5  as  compared  with  11.9= 

During  the  year  47  cases  of  infectious  disease  were 
notified  only,  compared  with  391  last  year,  which  was  a  year 
epidemic  for  measles,  only  14  cases  of  the  latter  being 
notified.  There  has  also  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  dysentery  and  whooping  cough. 

The  attendance  at  County  Clinics  for  immunisation 
has  again  been  satisfactory  and  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year  many  persons  attended  for  vaccination  against  smallpox 
on  account  of  the  outbreak  in  Yorkshire.  In  this  connexion 
also,  measures  were  taken  to  ensure  that  anyone  coming  from 
the  infected  area  to  the  several  nursing  homes  and  similar 
institutions  in  the  district  should  be  notified  to  tho  Health 
Department . 

On  the  whole,  therefore,  the  health  of  the  community 
in  this  district  has  remained  excellent.

The  completion  and  official  opening  of  the  Western 
Area  Drainage  Scheme  can  only  he  described  as  the  star  event 
of  the  year,  and  the  benefit  derived  from  the  connexion  of  so 
many  houses  to  the  sewer  is  bound  to  be  reflected  in  the 
health  of  the  tenants  concerned,  not  only  because  they  v/ill 
be  freed  from  the  slavedom  of  the  cesspool,  but  also,  because 
their  environment  v/ill  become  less  damp.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  other  schemes  that  are  being  considered  will  not  be  too 
long  delayed  before  completion,  particularly  in  the 
Manningtree  and  Parkeston  areas,  and  that  the  smaller  centres 
of  the  community  will  not  bo  overlooked. 

It  is  felt  that  provision  of  the  small  modern 
extended  aeration  plant,  would  be  of  the  greatest  value,  in 
serving  small  groups  of  the  Council  houses  and  other  similar 
dwellings  in  the  district,  in  order  to  obviate  the 
unsatisfactory  and  expensively  operated  cesspool  system. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude 
to  the  Council,  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  Officers  of 
the  Council  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year,  and  to 
the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  my  thanks  for  their 
work .

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  Tendri ng  Hundred  Y/aterworks  Company  supply  and 
distribute  all  the  mains  viator  in  the  district.  Seven  parishes 
in  the  Western  Area,  in  which  the  Council  previously  distributed 
water  with  its  ov/n  mains,  have  now  been  taken  into  the  Company's 
statutory  area.  There  are  in  all  151*7  miles  of  mains  serving 
about  of  the  population.  The  areas  vdthout  water  mains 
have  very  scattered  development. 


Luring  the  year,  1,820  yards  of  3”  P.V.C.  main  was  laid 
by  the  Company,  under  a  12  year  guarantee  by  the  Council,  in 
Y/hitehall  Lane  and  near  vicinity,  Thorpe-le-Soken,  to  serve 
twenty-three  properties.  The  consumers  contributed  £455  towards 
the  capital  cost  and  substantial  grants  will  be  forthcoming 
from  the  Mnistry  and  County  Council.  Consideration  is  being 
given  to  another  guaranteed  main  of  some  8l0  yards  in  the 
Straight  Road,  Bradfield,  which  would  serve  fifteen  houses.

IXrring  the  year  8  persons  were  registered  to  sell  pre¬ 
wrapped  ice  cream  under  the  Essex  County  Council  Act,  1933.  The 
total  now  registered  is  154. 


HOUSING 

The  housing  position  is  far  from  satisfactory.  There  is 
need  to  build  quickly  at  least  500  new  Council  Houses  or  units  of 
accommodation.  As  long  ago  as  194^  the  Council  decided  to  build 
1,200  permanent  houses  in  six  years.  They  were  to  be  built  in 
five  zones  to  meet  the  needs  of  groups  of  parishes  and  to  enable 
sewerage  and  all  other  services  to  be  provided  in  a  reasonably 
economic  manner. 

More  than  sixteen  years  have  passed  and  only  69I  permanent 
units  of  accommodation  have  been  erected.  Some  II4  temporary 
dv/ellings  were  provided  in  the  earlier  years,  but  they  have 
outlasted  their  intended  life.  Disregarding  these,  the  balance  of 
500  permanent  dwellings  not  erected  have  been  very  badly  needed 
through  all  the  post-war  years. 

There  are  4I6  applicants  on  the  housing  waiting  list  and 
the  Ministry  has  been  informed  that  there  are  some  195  unfit 
dwellings  to  be  dealt  with  by  way  of  slum  clearance.  At  the  close 
of  the  year  there  were  69  occupied  dwellings  which  have  been 
formally  condemned  and  some  of  the  occupiers  have  been  waiting  a 
very  long  time  to  be  rehoused.  Hot  enough  has  been  done  to  house 
elderly  people  in  decency  and  comfort  during  their  declining 
years  and  by  any  standards  a  total  of  II83  permanent  Council 
dwellings  is  not  enough  for  a  Rural  District  of  this  kind  with 
25 j 000  population,  housing  only  about  l/7th  of  the  population. 

The  average  wage  earner  in  this  area  must  increasingly  depend 
upon  the  local  authority  for  housing,  he  cannot  meet  private 
enterprise  building  prices  and  modest  private  dwellings  available 
for  letting  are  becoming  less  and  less.  If  the  Council  had  more 
nearly  2,000  permanent  units  of  accommodation  a  more  desirable 
position  would  obtain. 
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Despite  the  desirability  of  preserving  the  smaller 
villages,  the  rapid  house  building  that  has  now  become  a  most 
desperate  need  can  only  be  accomplished  by  building  sizeable 
estates  in  four  or  five  well  distributed  places.  Much  cost  and 
time  can  be  saved  in  this  way,  as  opposed  to  many  small  sites, 
in  relation  to  the  acquisition  of  land  and  the  laying  out  of 
estates,  sewers  and  roads  and  by  attracting  large  contractors. 
Furthermore,  housing  cannot  await  large  long  term  capital 
sewerage  schemes,  l^ere  proper  sewerage  facilities  do  not 
exist  small  schemes  should  be  provided  and  with  sizeable  Council 
Estates  in  suitable  places  this  could  be  done. 


Since  May  last,  the  Public  Health  Department  has  been 
dealing  mth  all  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  for  private 
dwellings,  previously  they  were  for  the  most  part  the  province 
of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  By  the  year  end  a  total  of 
312  private  houses  had  been  improved  with  the  aid  of  Discretionary 
and  Standard  Grants  since  the  inception  of  the  schemes.

CAJ./IPING  GROUNDS  AND  CARAVANS 


During  the  year  site  licences  were  issued  for  3  camping 
grounds  and  10  individual  caravans,  making  the  total  permitted 
caravans  on  21  camping  grounds  and  individual  sites  of  2,669. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  on  most  of  the  camping  grounds  in 
bringing  them  up  to  site  licence  conditions,  but  the  Council 
may  well  have  to  bring  some  pressure  to  bear  in  a  few  instances, 
particularly  in  the  matters  of  fire  hydrants,  hot  water  and 
showers.  The  provision  of  these  items  is  considered  by  a  number 
of  the  proprietors  to  be  burdensome  and  in  varying  degree  not 
altogether  essential.  T/ith  regard  to  fire  hydrants,  there  are 
areas  where  water  main  pressures  are  alleged  to  be  not  altogether 
satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE  MD  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  his  staff  undertake  the 
designing,  preparation  and  supervisory  control  of  all  the 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  in  the  district  and  there 
is  a  vast  amount  of  difficult  work  to  be  done.  The  almost 
generally  flat  terrain  and  the  lack  of  enough  good  water  courses 
do  nothing  to  help  matters.  Major  work  is  put  out  to  contract, 
but  much  has  been  done  by  direct  labour.  From  estimates  given 
by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  the  trend  of  Contractors* 
prices  there  is  little  doubt  that  much  more  than  £1  million 
still  needs  to  be  spent  before  the  sewerage  requirements  for 
some  75^  of  population  is  adequately  and  satisfactorily 
met.  About  25^  of  the  population  is  in  areas  of  scattered 
development  and  could  not  be  served  with  main  sewerage  schemes 
at  anything  approaching  economic  cost. 

The  parishes  of  Beaumont,  Prating,  Great  Bromley, 

Little  Bentley,  Little  Bromley,  Tendring  and  V/rabness  are 
without  sewerage  facilities.  Wix  has  a  small  modern  works  for 
the  Council  Houses  and  School  only.  The  total  population  of 
these  parishes  is  around  4>260.  The  areas  are  very  rural  in 
character  and  any  general  sewerage  schemes  would  be  extremely 
costly  in  relation  to  the  number  of  properties  to  be  served. 

They  have  small  groups  of  development  where  small  schemes  would 
perhaps  be  justified,  but  there  are  many  large  schemes  needed 
in  the  district  which  must  take  precedence  to  enable  real 
progress  in  building  development  and  to  overcome  river  pollution 
and  gross  nuisances. 
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Ardleigh  has  a  modern  sewage  works  in  the  village  area, 
but  the  sewers  are  very  old  and  need  much  re-laying.  There  is 
also  need  for  considerable  extension  of  sewerage  facilities  in 
this  parish. 

Unhappily,  for  one  reason  or  another,  substantial  progress 
was  not  made  in  former  years  when  costs  were  very  much  lower  and 
when  technical  staff,  contractors  and  labour  were  probably  less  in 
demand.  With  this  great  disadvantage  considerable  progress  is  now 
being  made  in  the  more  populous  areas. 

The  large  scheme  for  the  parishes  of  Alresford,  Elmstead, 
Great  Bentley  and  Thorrington  will  be  completed  in  the  early 
months  of  1963.  The  sewage  works  for  this  scheme  were  completed 
in  August  and  during  the  year  1,631  yards  of  12"  dia.,  5>552  yards 
of  9"  dia.,  and  2,607  yards  of  6"  dia.  sewers  were  laid.  Three 
of  the  seven  pumping  stations  are  operational,  the  others  are  only 
awaiting  the  installation  of  pumping  plant  and  electricity 
connection. 

Improvements  have  been  made  at  the  Thorpe-le-Soken  works. 
Construction  of  a  sewage  disposal  plant  for  Weeley  is  in  progress 
and  some  250  yards  of  new  sewer  have  been  laid  to  divert  an 
existing  9”  sewer.  Two  large  sludge  lagoons  of  more  than 
million  gallons  capacity  have  been  excavated  at  the  Little 
Oakley  sewage  works  for  the  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  from 
the  Council’s  cesspool  emptying  vehicles. 

Tenders  have  been  invited  for  a  large  scheme  of  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  for  the  parish  of  St.  Osyth  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  work  will  be  commenced  early  in  I963  for 
completion  in  1965« 

A  scheme  for  Great  Oakley  and  details  of  a  proposed 
sewage  works  for  Parkeston  are  before  the  Bilinistry  for  consideration 
and  work  on  these  may  be  commenced  by  1964» 

A  great  deal  of  preparation  has  been  undertaken  on  a 
large,  difficult  and  complicated  project  of  sewering  and  re¬ 
sewering  and  for  the  construction  of  a  new  sewage  works  for  the 
northern  areas  of  Manningtree,  ilLstley,  Lawford  and  Bradfield. 

I4any  of  the  very  old  sewers  in  these  areas  are  defective  and 
inadequate  and  there  is  gross  river  pollution.  Subject  to 
adequate  information  from  the  County  Council  Planning  Department 
as  to  the  future  intended  areas  of  development  this  scheme  may  be 
ready  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  early  in  1964* 
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Suiranary  of  Parishes,  approximate  populations 
and  main  sewera^^e  facilities.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  collection  and  disposal,  salvage  of  waste  materials 
and  the  cesspool  emptying  services  are  carried  out  with  direct 
labour  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Refuse  Collection. 

This  service  continued  as  last  year  with  about  60^  of 
the  properties  in  the  district  having  a  weekly  collection  and  tho 
remainder  fortnightly  collection.  A  new  12/20  cu.  yd.  compressor 
type  refuse  collection  vehicle  was  purchased  in  July,  in  part 
exchange  for  an  old  side  loader,  and  the  fleet  now  comprises  - 
three  12/20  cu.  yd.  rear  loaders  (diesel),  two  12  cu.  yd.  side 
loaders  (diesel)  and  two  12  cu.  yd.  side  loaders  (petrol).  The 
two  petrol  vehicles  are  only  brought  into  full  time  use  during 
the  Summer  months  when  some  2,700  caravans  and  650  other  premises 
become  occupied  in  the  weekly  collection  areas.  Six  drivers  and 
ten  loaders  are  permanently  employed  on  refuse  and  salvage 
collections  and  one  or  two  temporary  men  have  to  be  taken  on  in 
the  Summer. 

Commencing  in  January  19^3,  three  more  parishes  will  be 
added  to  the  v/eekly  collection  areas,  which  will  then  bej- 
Alresford,  Great  Bentley,  Little  Clacton,  Elmstead,  Lawford, 
Manningtree,  l^aistley,  Parkeston,  St.  Osyth,  Thorpe-1  e-Soken, 
Thorrington  and  Weeley  -  approximately  6,030  permanently  occupied 
properties. 

The  remaining  fortnightly  areas  will  bei- 

Ardleigh,  Beaumont,  Little  Bentley,  Bradfield,  Great 
Bromley,  Little  Bromley,  Prating,  Great  Oakley,  Little  Oakley, 
Ramsey,  Tendring,  Wix  and  Wrabness  -  approximately  3,220 
permanently  occupied  properties. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

There  are  two  good  refuse  tips  in  use,  one  owned  by  tho 
Council  in  Lawford  and  the  other  held  by  way  of  a  lease  in  V/eeloy. 
Both  sites  should  last  for  several  more  years.  They  are  mainly 
kept  under  control  by  one  man  using  a  four-wheel  drive  mechanical 
shovel.  A  new  shovel  was  purchased  in  November,  in  part  exchange 
for  the  old  one  previously  in  use. 

Control  of  the  Weeley  tip  is  easier  and  more  efficiently 
carried  out  by  reason  of  soil  cover  being  available,  than  is  the 
Lawford  tip  where  cover  is  not  readily  obtainable. 
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Costs. 


The  net  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  for  the 
year  ended  31st  March,  19^2,  7;as  £14>530,  hoing  £1,513  per 
1,000  properties  and  £581  per  1,000  population. 

Salvage  of  Waste  Materials. 

Despite  a  few  ups  and  downs  through  the  years,  salvage 
collections  have  been  continued,  without  cease,  since  the  War. 
Much  more  waste  paper  could  be  collected  and  sold  if  the  Paper 
Mills  were  not  forced  to  restrict  supplies  being  sent  to  them. 
One  man  is  employed  full  time  baling  paper  with  an  electric 
press.  Bonus  payments  are  made  to  the  men  according  to  the 
tonnage  sales  which  for  the  year  were  as  followss-

Cesspool  Emptying. 

Another  new  800  gallon  capacity  cesspool  emptying  veliicle 
(diesel)  was  purchased  in  March,  making  three  in  all.  The  three 
vehicles  do  now  more  than  cope  Vvdth  the  demand  and  one  driver  and 
mate  are  used  to  some  extent  on  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
work.  Bonus  payments  are  made  to  the  men  for  loads  per  vehicle 
per  day  in  excess  of  5  'the  Winter  and  54"  in  the  Summer. 

The  charge  for  emptying  a  domestic  cesspool  is  a  purely 
nominal  one  of  12/6d  per  load  or  part  load,  but  £1.  10.  Od.  is 
charged  for  trade  premises.  A  charge  of  £1.  10.  Od.  per  load  is 
to  be  made  in  areas  where  main  sewers  are  available  and  premises 
have  not  been  connected. 

The  total  number  of  loads  dealt  with  during  the  year  was 
4,347  and  the  gross  income  £3,013.  2.  6d.,  exceeding  the  previous 
year  by  1,116  loads  and  £981.  7*  ^<3..  income. 
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RODEIIT  DESTRUCTION 


Another  rodent  operator  has  been  employed  and  the  two 
operators  each  have  a  small  motor  van  for  transport.  T/ith  the 
full  co-operation  of  the  public  and  particularly  the  farmers 
there  is  no  reason  why  the  whole  of  this  district  cannot  be  kept 
fairly  free  from  infestation  by  rats  and  mice.  Both  operators 
are  efficient  and  thorough. 

Domestic  premises  are  treated  free,  trade  premises  on  a 
cost  per  treatment  and  farms  by  way  of  yearly  contracts.  Monthly 
visits  and  treatments  as  necessary  are  undertaken  to  the  premises 
under  contract.  At  the  close  of  the  year  there  7/ore  I70  farm 
contracts  valued  at  £917*  0*  Od.  per  annum  and  more  v/ould  be 
welcomed  to  ensure  lOQffo  clearance.  The  following  inspections  and

PRIVATE  REFUSE  TIP 


Considerable  attention  had  to  bo  given  to  the  use  being 
made  of  private  land  in  Station  Road,  Lawford,  as  a  refuse  tip 
for  waste  paper  and  plastic  material.  There  were  times  during 
the  year  when  the  material  was  not  adequately  covered  and  the 
litter  was  blown  over  a  wide  area  of  the  village,  the  fire 
brigade  had  also  to  be  called  on  two  or  three  occasions  to 
extinguish  fires.  •  After  numerous  complaints  the  tip  was  more 
adequately  covered  and  kept  under  reasonable  control.  The  site 
ceased  to  be  used  for  this  purpose  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


FLOODIITG 

Statutory  Notice  had  to  be  served  and  default  powers 
used  to  overcome  serious  flooding  on  a  new  housing  estate  in 
Alresford.  Not  enough  attention  is  given  by  estate  developers 
and  builders  to  the  drainage  of  surface  and  subsoil  water  and 
ditches  are  often  filled  in  without  adequate  piping  or  even 
piping  at  all.
